Full escort was furnished the bombers by 19 groups of Eighth Air Force 
fighters - 13 of P-47s (three of which flew second sorties), 3 of P-5ls and 
3 of P-38s, Ninth Air Force furnished 2 groups of P-47s and 2 of P-5ls, and 
two squadrons of RAF Mustangs provided additional support. A total of approx- 
imately 20 e/a was seen during the day which is the smallest enemy reaction 
experienced during a major operation. Adverse weather undoubtedly played a 
big part in keeping the enemy fighters on the ground, 


ESCORT TO IST, 2ND and SRD DIVISIONS 


Penetration: The 36lst Group rendezvoused with four combat wings at 1055 and 
escorted them uneventfully until relieved by other groups at 1124 hours, 352nd
